We hope to see 
them back again next spring in their old places, as I believe 
teachers can do better work after they get accustomed to the 
scholars and the scholars to them. 


Text Books. 

The school books are in good condition, with the exception 
of the 1st, 2nd and 3rd readers and part of the spellers, which 
will have to be replaced the coming year. We have purchased 
new arithmetics and three sets of encyclopedias, which are a 
valuable addition to the schools. I would recommend that the 
school board purchase the supplies in quantities and get a dis- 
count on bills. 

School Houses. 

The school houses need some repairs. The South Acworth 
school house needs shingling and painting and the Derry 
Hill house needs repairs on the inside. The houses in the 
Center and Tracy divisions need painting. 

Schools. 

We have had three terms of school during the year, 28 weeks 
in all; an increase of 8 weeks over last year. We have had 
only six different schools, finding we cculd transport some of 
the pupils cheaper than we could maintain a school. While it 
is often a hard problem for the school board to decide what is 
for the best interests of the town, parents and pupils we have 
acted on our best judgment each time and ask the charity of 
all in our decisions.
